LESSON FOR FEBRUARY 3, 1895. 
LUKE IX: 28-36. 


The Transfiguration. 


BY WARREN H. LANDON, D. D. 


Golden Text.—‘This is my beloved 
Son in whom I am well pleased; hear 
ye him.” (Matt. 17: 5). 

The transfiguration occurred one week 
after the events recorded in the last 
lesson. The glory of this scene was 
witnessed one week after Christ’s rev- 
elation to his disciples of his sufferings 
and death. Luke says it was eight 
days; Matthew and Mark say it was six. 
Luke reckons the day from and the day 
to, the other two give only the inter- 
vening days. The three “eye-witnesses 
of his majesty’? were Peter, John and 
James, the three men of the twelve who 
seem to have been most intimately as- 
sociated with Christ. These three were 
with him also when he raised the daugh- 
ter of Jairus, and again at the time of 
his agony in Gethsemane. We donot 
know the reason of this special inti- 
macy. The transfiguration was evi- 
dently a night scene. This is implied 
from the fact that Christ was accustomed 
to go apart into a mountain for prayer 
at night; also from the statement in 
verse 32 that the disciples were “heavy 
with sleep,” and from verse 37, which 
tells what occurred on the opening of 
another day. 

The transfiguration began in the act 
of prayer. It was “as he prayed” that 
the fashion of his countenance was al- 
tered. The statements of the different 
evangelists are: “His face did shine as 
the sun, and his raiment was white as 
the light,” (Matthew); “His raiment be- 
came shining, exceeding white as snow; 
so as no fuller on earth can white them,”’ 
(Mark); “His raiment was white and 
glistening,’ (Luke), but nowhere is it 
said that this glory shone upon him 
from without. It was the shining out 
of the glory that was within him. “He 
was to meet adeputation from the realms 
of glory, and it became him to array 
himself in his celestial state.”’ 

The deputation consisted of Moses and 
Klias. ‘Moses represented ‘the law,’ 
Elijah, ‘the prophets,’ and both together 
the whole testimony of the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures, and the Old Testament

saints to Christ.” “If a man die, shall 
he live again?” was the question asked 
by Job long ago. And many times the 
human heart has thought it, if not asked 
it,since. Here is Moses whom God buried 
fifteen hundred years before on “dark 
Beth-peor’s hill.” Here is Elijah, who 
went upina chariot of fire nine hun- 
dred years before. And they are easily 
recognized as Moses and Elijah, only 
now they appeared in glory. We, do 
not know how the disciples recognized 
these celestial inhabitants. They seemed 
to need no introduction, as we will prob- 
ably need no introduction when we en- 
ter heaven. Moses and Elias engage in 
conversation with Christ. Upon what 
theme did they converse? It will indi- 
cate tous in what theme heaven was at 
that time most interested. They spake 
of the decease, or, literally, the exodus, 
which he should accomplish at Jerusa- 
lem. They talked, not of the wonders 
he had performed, not of the wholesome 
words to which he had given expression, 
not of the beautiful example which he 
was setting before the world, but of that 
humiliating event, his death on Calvary. 
Peter was loth to hear Christ speak of 
this subject a week before. Now he 
hears these heavenly visitors talking of 
it with Christ, as if it were the greatest 
theme they coulddiscuss. It is the great 
theme of the present, the decease which 
Christ accomplished at Jerusalem, and 
what he accomplished by that decease. 
It is the theme of the new song of which 
Revelation speaks: ‘“‘ And they sung a 
new song, saying, Thou art worthy to 
take the book, and to open the seals 
thereof : for ‘hou wast slain, and hast re- — 
deemed us to God dy thy blood, out of 
every kindred and tongue and people 
and nation.” (Rev. v;9.) But why 


were these two souls, long before safe in 
glory, so much interested in this de- 
cease ?

“Jesus died for the forgiveness of sins 
that were past, through the forbearance 
of God; and he died for the sins of 
Moses and Elias. No wonder 
that, owing centuries of bliss to that de- 
cease at Jerusalem, they should grate- 
fully speak of that which was now about 
to be accomplished.” 

The disciples were “heavy with 
‘sleep.” Itcannot be said that they ac- 
tually fell asleep. Alford translates, 
“Having kept awake, they saw his 
glory.” They were probably, at least, 
very drowsy, but shaking off their 
drowsiness, they beheld their trans- 
figured Lord and the two who were 
with him. The impulsive Peter felt 
that he must say something, and there- 
fore he made his little speech, a part of 
which was good, and a part of which 
was foolish, without fully understand- 
ing what he said. Then another voice 
was heard, a voice out of the cloud. It 
was evidently the voice that of old 
spake outofthe cloud. It said, “This 
is my beloved Son; hear him.” In our 
last lesson we had Peter’s confession of 
Christ. Here we have God’s confession 
of Him. “It is God’s voice attesting the 
divinity, and attesting the work and 
mission of his Son.” This testimony 
was twice given from heaven; first at his 
baptism, (Matt. iii:17) and again at the 
transfiguration. “Hear him,” said the 
heavenly voice. “Hear him 
implicitly, alone.” 

When the glory of that night scene 
disappeared, and the voice was heard no 
more, “Jesus was found alone.” The 
disciples could spare Moses and Elias, 
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but they could not spare Jesus yet. 
Happy are we, if as the beauty and 
glory of earth fade away, we have Jesus 
with us still. 

The disciples went their way and 
told no one in those days of what they 
had seen upon the mount. Men’s 
minds were not prepared for sucha re- 
port. This was not a scene for the 
general gaze, not even for all the dis- 
ciples. 


Church News. 


THE DAY OF PRAYER FOR COLLEGES. 


The statement was made last year, in 
an appeal for prayer in behalf of col- 
lege-bred men, that of 70,000 men in the 
colleges of the United Statesand Canada 
38,000 were members of some evangeli- 
cal church, and 32,000 were not. These 
figures were taken from reports gathered 
by the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions established in some hundreds of 
colleges. Since that time 36 new Asso- 
ciations have been formed and we have 
larger returns, which unhappily do not 
give as favorable ashowing. The sta- 
tistics from 335 College Associations in- 
dicate that 32,000 men in round numbers 
are members of evangelical churches in 
the colleges with which the associations 
are connected. There remain appar- 
ently 43,000 men who are not professors 
of religion. There are altogether, it is 
Said, 200,000 young men in the institu- 
tions of higher learning on this conti- 
nent. It may be assumed that the 
proportion of professors of religion 


is about the same _ as _ indicated 
by the returns from the _ colleges 
in which Christian Associations 


hate been formed. We may then set 
down 85,000 as the total number of 
professors of religion in the higher in- 
stitutions of learning for men on this 
continent, and 115,000 as the total num- 
ber of those who have not yet taken a 
stand for Christ. The object of this 
article is to make an earnest plea for 
united prayer in behalf of these 115,000 
either on Thursday, January 31st, the 
appointed Day of prayer, or on the 
weekly prayer-meeting day nearest to 
January 31st. The motives are obvious; 
1. These men will probably be the lead- 
ing men ofinfluence in the generation 
to succeed us: 2. Their attitude toward 
religion will probably be fixed for life 
before they leave college; 3. We must 
look to college-bred men for our recruits 
for the ministry; 4. God will surely 
answer the prayer of those who with 
united zeal call upon Him.

E. Clark was received 
from the Presbytery of San Jose and 
Rev. James Hunter from the Presbytery 
of Minnewaukan. Rev. Matthew M.

The General Assembly’s overture 
concerning grievances of one judicatory 
against another, was answered inthe neg- 
ative. Animportant report was consider- 
ed, taking stepsto organize a Presbyterial 
Union of Young Peoples’ Societies with 
a reading course and semi-annual con- 
ventions. 

Rev. Dr. Chapman announced his 
early departure to Los Angeles to en- 
gage in evangelistic work, and resigned 
his position as chairman of the Home 
Mission Committee.

Lyons was elected to succeed him as 
Chairman of the Committee. 

Presbytery adopted the plan of the 
Board for the annual collection for For- 
eign Missions, with simultaneous meet- 
ings January 16th and the collection 
January 20, 1895. 

The commissioners to the General 
Assembly were elected as _ follows: 
Ministers—Principals, Francis H. Rob- 
inson, James Curry; Alternates, Joel S. 
Gilfillan, H. B. McBride; Elders, 
P. D. Browne, H. H. Lawrence, 
Geo. C. McConnell, Alexander Ross. 
Steps were taken for the organ- 
ization of a Presbyterian Ministers’ 
Meeting on this side of the Bay. 

‘The Temperance report commended 
the political action of the Y. P. S.C. E., 
and all orders engaged in temperance 
work, and uttered a double-barreled 
resolution on total abstinence. 

The prosperity of Occidental College 
at Los Angeles was noted, and Christian 
parents were exhorted to send their 
sons and daughters there for education, 
and we all resolved to give it our sym- 
pathies, prayers and financial aid. 

The ladies of Alameda church set a 
delightful lunch on Tuesday, and Pres- 
bytery resolved they had made a very 
pleasant visit to this church.
